THE TERMS OF THE BILL. 


SE 
The Interstate Commerce Bill as It Passed 
Congress. 

WASHINGTON, January 21.—The interstate 
commerce bill, as agreed upon by both houses 
of congress, in its first section applies the pro- 
visions of this act to any common carrier en- 
gaged in the transportation of passengers, 
wholly by railroad or partly by railroad and 
partly by water, when both are used under 
common control, management or arrangement 
through more than one state or territory from 
any place in the United States to an adjacent 
foreign country. It defines the term “railroad” 
to include all bridges and ferries used or oper- 
ated by any railroad. All eharges made for 
any service rendered in the transportation of 
passengers or property shall be reasonable and 
just, and every unjust and unreasonable 
charge for such service is prohibited and de- 
clarcd to be unlawful. 

Section 2 makes it unlawful for any common 
carrier, subject to the provisions of this act. to 
charge, demand, collect or receive, directly or 
indirectly, from any person or persons a greater 
or less compensation ior any service rendered 
in the transportation of passengers or property 
than it charges, demands, collects or receives 
from any other person or persons for doing for 
bim or them a like and contemporaneous 
service in the transportation of a like kind of 
traffic under substantially similar circum- 
sfances and conditions. 

Section 3 makes it unlawful for any common 
carrier subject to the provisions of this act to 
make or give any undue or unreasonable pre- 
ference or advantage to any particular person, 
compsny, firm, corporation or locality, or any 
particular description of traffic. Every com- 


men cariier subject to the provisions of this | 


act shall, according to their respective powers, 
afford all reasonable, proper and eaual facilities 
for the interchange of traffic between their re- 
spective lines, and fur receiving, forwarding 
and delivering of passengers and property to

Section eight declares that any common car- 
rier violating the provisions of the act shall be 
liable to the person or persons injured there- 
by for the fullamount of damages sustained 
in consequence of any such violation, together 
with reasonable counsel or atturney’s fee. 

The ninth section provides that persons 
claiming to have been damaged by the action 
of common carriers may proceed for the re- 
covery of theirdamages, either in courts of 
the United States or before the commission 
herein provided for, but not before both tri- 
bunals. | 

The 10th section makes it a penal offense to 
violate any of the provisions of this act, and 
puts the maximum of fine which may be im- 
posed at the sum of five thousand dollars. 

The eleven following sections contain the 
commission features of the bill. They provide 
for a commission to consist of fi persons, 
whose term of oftic@phallbe for six Years, ex- 
cept for first appointments which areto be for 
two, three, four, five and six years. Members 
of this commission are to be appointed by the 
president, by and with the advice of the sen- 
Their principal office shall be in Wash- 
ington, but they may hold sessions at other

Excitement in Germeny at a Heat. 


Dreux, January 21-—Cemmoner Cony- 
beare, at Glenbeigh, yesterday received a tele- 
gram from Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, who is in 


London, saying: 


It is impossible for me to go fe Glenbeigh. Frons 
all accounts it appears that the police are only pro- 
tecting owners in the necessary enforcement of 
their rights. Any sufferings resulting, though 
much te be regretted, are altogether due to others, 

The following reply was sent: 

We are quite prepared to leave to the judgment 
of the public. We utterly deny that there ise 
shadow of foundation for saying that the suffering 
here has been caused by others. You sre clearly 
bound toexplain your statement and prove the 
authority on which vou made it. 

Negotiations with a view to an amicable set- 
tlement were resumed at seven o'clock hast 
evening and terminated at midnight without 
success. Agent Roe formulated a memoran- 
dum to the effect that he would accept a half- 
year’s rent and costs already incurred and 
give a full receipt from {May, 1536, and con- 
sent to the commissioners fixing the rent of 
each tenant. 

Mr. Dillon and others replied: 

‘“‘We represent the tenants In this matterand will 
lay before Mr. Roe tomorrow proposals in theic 
behalf.’’ 

Later they sent a note saying: 

“Agent Roe, it appears clear, has noreal desire 
for a settlement, having merely repeated the offer 
ofjast November. There isno course open but to 
doallinour powerto protectthe tenantry from 
the barbarous and inhuman action of Agent Roe.”’

C., to his friends, 
where it will be buried tomorrow. The execu- 
tion was pronounced by all present somewhat 
‘bungle and caused Valentine unnecessary 
sufering, but it was the unanimous opinion 
(hat no suffering was too great for one who has 
been thrice a murderer. 

CHE STORY OF THE CRIME. 

The story of the murder for which Preston 
Valentine was hanged today is one full of bru- 
tal incident. It was on the morning of the 12th 
of September, 1884, that the city was shocked 
by the news that Mr. William Vales, who had 
been thirty years night watchman of the Au- 
xusta street car company, was found murdered 
im the stables, his body terribly cut up and bis 
Lesh roasted. <A pick ax was found by his 
exde, the drawer of the desk near by had been 
breken open and $38.50 in change had been 
stolen therefrom. The sight wasa most re- 
velting one. Lying across the doorway which 
separaicd the superintendent’s office from the 
anteroom was the charred body of the poor old 
man. His head and neck remained in the 
effice: his hair burned off and blood-clotted 
trom the violent contusion on the top of his 
head, and only a small portion of the features 
recognizable. Around him were pools of blood 
which had probably stopped the progress of 
the fire there, and from his limbs the clothes 
and skin had burned off and were peeling 
away. His shoes alone remained uncharred. 
His hat was picked up near his feet, and by his 
side was the watch which he was about to wind 
and which was evidently to record his eleven 
oclock visit to this room. Through the 
scorched dial could be plainly scen the last 
puncture at half-past ten. Evidently the 
eld gentleman had been killed, his body sata- 
rated with oil and then, horribleto relate, the 
fend had touched a match to him before his life 
blood had ceased to bound through his veins; 
wna before his pulse had recorded the deadly 
work of the cruel implement which lay at his 
side. ‘The suggestive holesin the floor told 
that the plan of the assassin had been to burn 
flowé the building and wipe out the blood- 
stain with a finger of fire. 

Suspicion at first rested upon several negro 
aitendants, but investigation soon established 
their innocence. It was difficult, however. to 
restrain the people from lynching suspected 
parties and it was not until certain well detin- 
ed clews pointed to another that the suspected 
parties, were safe from intrusion. The money 
ttolen from the desk was all in nickles and 
adiimes, It was ascertained that Preston Val- 
entine bad been spending money of this de- 
scription quite frecly, and in conseqence the 
eficers shadowed Lim. Preston suddenly dis- 
appeared from view, and for eighteen months 
his whereabouts was « mystery. It was

Through the kindness of Mr. Skelton they got 
Tom Jones into the office, where he was turned 
over to Captain Purcell, who put the handeaffs 
on him instanter. As soon ashe saw Captain 
Pureell, and the detective saw Valentine, they 
both recognized each other, and Valentine’s 
heart sank within him, 

When the news of Valentine's atrest reached 
Augusta the wildest excitement prevailed and 
the determination was freely expressed that he 
should be lynched immediately upon his arri- 
valin thecitvy. This made it necessary to ex- 
ercise some strategy for the purpose of elud- 
ing the mob. Even after he was lodged in the 
jail in this city the officers had to exercise 
great vigilance to preventthe miscarrying of 
the law. ‘The prisoner was put on trial on the 

of May last with Judge 

1), D. Twiggs as his leading 
counsel, He stoutly maintained his innocence, 
hut the case was. proven against him, and he 
was sentenced to be hanged on the second day 
of July. An appeal therefrom was taken to 
the State Supreme court, where the finding of 
the court below was attirmed, In consequence 
of this Judge Roney resentenced the prisoner to 
be hanged on the 21st of January. 

A BELATED CONFESSION, 

It was not until every legal remedy was ex- 
hausted and noescape from the gallows re- 
mained fthat Preston Valentine admitted 
his guilt. He then acknowledged that his right 
name was Pierce Wingfell, having his home in 
Edgefield county, South Carolina. There he 
niurdered his colored paramour, Nancy Harlen, 
and fled tothis city, changing his name to 
Preston Valentine. Here he married a likely 
colored Woman with whom he lived until he 
was led away by Lucy Darlington. After the 
murder of Vale he assumed the name of Tom 
Jones, and for eighteen months traveled from 
to place in vain hope 
of escaping from his crimes. When he reached 
Low Moor, Va., be reopened correspondence 
with some Augusta friends under the name 
of Tem Jones. He also married a colored wo- 
man named Fannie Hill. When he was ar- 
rested by Detective Purcell, the friends of this 
woman were so indignant at the discovery 
that be was a murderer, that he again nar- 
rowly escaped lynching. Speaking of the 
murder of .

Ex-Senator H. L. Long Replies to Governor 
Gordon. 

Lerssvre, Ga, January 19, 1887.—Editors 
Constitution: Much to my regret, I feel iu 
duty bound to reply to Governor Gordon's ver- 
sicn of the appointment of the Lee county 
judgeship, and ask space in your columus for 
es same. Governor McDaniel promised me 
the position, but the question of my eligibility 
being raised by Judge Allen Fort and Mr. E. 
G. Simmons, it was submitied to Attorney- 
General Anderson, whose opinion was not re- 
ceived by Governer McDaniel until just before 
the senate adjourned for the inaugural cere- 
monies, and though he had ordered my com- 
mission to issue after receiving the 
opinion, it was too late to reach 
the senate. Governor Gordon urged Governor 
McDanie! to appoint me, and advised me to go 
home and rest easy, that I would certainly get 
the appointment. After his inauguration he 
set the following Monday for a hearing, when 
Mr. E. G. Simmons, representative from Sumter 
county, submitted a brief, trying toshow my 
ineligibility. I believe{the brief was written by 
Judge Fort. On the following Wednesday, 
Senator W. E. Smith and I went before Gover- 
ror Gordon and he promised with emphasis, 
that if I were eligible, I should be appointed. 
He insisted on a2 reply to the brief 
submitted by the other side and prom- 
isd that after receiving it, he would 
consult Attorney General Anderson, as 
the opinion then before him expressed grave 
doubts. Thisisacopy ofthe opinion: “The 
question is not entirely free from difficulty, 
but my opinion is that the qualification clause 
in the special county court act for Lee county 
is repealea by the general law relating tocoun- 
ty courts. Seetitle to general act on page 
1. 2, acts of 1578-9.” Healso had before him 
tle written opinion of Judges D. A. Vason, D. 
H. Pope and C. B. Wooten, indorsed by Senator 
Swith, showing my eligibility. I then got an 
«laborate opinion from Judge Bleckley, show- 
ing my eligibility, which I surmitted to Gov- 
crnor- Gordon. Governor Gordon promised to 
seta further or fuller opinion from Attorney- 
General Anderson. If he did, 

ask him if it expressed a 
grave doubt as to my eligibility. 
If he did not, where is the grave doubt ex- 
presscd? My appointment was urged by the 
senator from our district, the representative 
being my partner. In courtesy to Judge 
Watson, I requested him to be neutral. My 
petition was signed unanimously by the bar of 
Albany and by letter by a portion of the 
Americus bar and by four county officers and a 
majority of every district, save Smithville, and 
out of courtesy to Judge Watson I declined to 
have it sent there. Isit usual forjudges of the 
superior court and congressmen to give direc- 
tion in such matters? (Governor Gordon inti- 
mated that Judge Watson’s influence gave him 
sixty-two out of sixty-three votes from Chokee 
district, but I say there were 
not thirty votes cast from that dis- 
trict. Watson’s own district gave General 
Gordon but a bare majority, and there was not 
a Gordon man at the joint discussion from that 
district—not even Judge Watson, whose posi- 
tion was then considered doubtful. My dis: 
tiict cast more-Gordon votes than Watson’s, 
uemzh it has only about one-third as many 
votes. I doubt it Judge Watson caused a single 
vote to be cast for General Gordon 7r4 chal- 
lenge proof to the contrary, Now, infeonc!us- 
ion, Governor Gordon urged my appointment 
upon Governor McDaniel. Governor McDaniel 
was satisfied as to my eligibility after receiving 
the attorney-general’s opinion, and ordered my 
commiesion, but too late; yet Governor Gordon 
with all this and additional legal opinion, and 
distinguished legal opinion, refused it. 

I asked no favors of Governor Gordon when 
he was here and had no promises to exact 
when he would have rather had Lee's vote 
than ten counties lateron. Can Judge Wat- 
son or his friends say as much? I pause for a 
reply.

the most emphatic terms the result of three 
or four senatorial contests of the past month 
and declare that unless something is done 
the senate will soon have all of its seats occu- 
pied by men whose elections were bought 
through the influence of personal or cor- 
porate wealth. 


CoNGRESS has now before it a bill for the 
improvement of the militia of the country. 
The senate passed an appropriation for 
$600,000 for that purpose, but the house 
cut it down to $400,000, and the bill is now 
on its calendar awaiting action. It should 
he passed and steps should be taken to put 
the militia of the several states on a more 
solid basis. There are, probably not a half 
dozen states in the union which could de- 
pend on its militia in case of emergency, and 
these states have established their military 
systems by state aid. Under the constitu- 
tional requirement providing for ‘“‘organizing* 
arming and disciplining’’ the militia of the 
several states, congress should take such 
action as will insure a safe protection by the 
militia of life and property, now to a great 
extent exposed.

We have the Salvation Army with us at 
last, in our midst, as it were. 

During the past two or three days our 
readers have had a fair opportunity of 
making up their judgment. Some of them 
have seen the army, and others have read 
our graphic reports of the general racket. 

So tar as we are concerned, we have never 
had but one opinion upon the subject. We 
are against this alleged army. We regard it 
simply as a nuisance, useless, noisy, and 
positively injurious. Our files for the past 
two or three years show that in most places 
visited by the salvationists dissatisfaction 
and demoralization have been the results, 
In some places riots and murderous afirays 
took place, and in very many instances the 
police were kept busy looking after the sal- 
vationists, 

We do not know whether the salvationists 
now visiting Atlanta belong to the regular 
organization or not, and we «lo not care. We 
do not know the nature of their credentials, 
and we are not likely to know. The point 
is simply this: All such methods are the 
outgrowth of an unhealthy sensationalism 
and they appeal to an unhealthy state of 
public feeling. Lvery healthy mind in- 
stinctively revolts at such practices. In this 
country, with our organized church systems, 
their mission work, their evangelists, and 
the other working forces of the great body of 
our religious people, there is no aeed and no 
room for the Salvation Army. 

Still, so long as these salvationists obey 
the authorities and break no law, they 
should not be interfered with. On the con- 
trary, they should be so entirely let alone 
as to convince them that their best policy is 
to throw away their tamborines and go to 
work. -

A Few Remarkahle Statements. 

We hardly kno. whether to classify Will 
M. Clemens 2s a magazinist or as a humorist. 
His magazine he has disposed of, and if he 
éver had any humor it must have gone the 
same way. 

Mr. Clemens has been studying the south 
for the past three months, and the results of 
his observations are appearing in a series of 
letters in the Chicago Tribune. The letters 
are among the most readable that we have 
seen, because they contain so many new 
points. For instance, Mr. Clemens says that 
of all the intoxicated men he saw in the 
south, not-one was a negro. In Atlanta, 
Savannah, Jacksonville and other cities he 
found that nine-tenths of the idlers and 
loaiers were white men. The negroes he 
found to be the workers. As a rule, the 
white man who is seen at work is not a 
southerner. The skilled mechanics are 
negroes. The native whites who are not 
capitalists keep barrooms and run cheap 
eatinghouses. The chronic fault-finder is 
the white man. The negro seems to be 
always at work and always happy. Atlanta, 
he says, has negro policemen. Without the 
negro there would be no one to work. The 
only thing that keeps the negro back is the 
indolence of his white brother. And yet 
the negro is still a slave to a certain extent, 
as the courts are with the white man. 

From the above synopsis it will be seen 
that Mr. Clemens saw many surprising 
things down this way. We do not feel 
inclined to deny the negro due credit for his 
cheerful industry and other virtues, but the 
wholesale idleness charged upon the whites 
is simply idiotic nonsense. The charge that 
our courts keep the negro jn a vir:ual state 
of slavery is equally stupid and false. [Even 
where Mr. Clemens attempts to say a good 
word for us from his standpoint he cannot 
do it without bying. His statement that 
Atlanta has negro police is a sample. 

Altogether Mr. Clemens is a failure as a 
correspondent. Let him stick to his maga- 
zine, Which he has not, and to his humor, 
which is equally invisible. In those intangi- 
ble spheres he will shine. When he gets 
down to material things, facts, he is like a 
fish out of water.

THE IRON CBNTRE OF THE UNION 
SHIFTING. 


Pennsylvania Capital and Business Removing to Ala- 
bema- Mountains of Irom and Mountains 
of Ccoal—The Great Development Which 


is Taking Place Still Booming. ¢ 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., January 21.—{Special.}— 
The American publicixs now witnessing, and the 
industrial public closely watching, one of the most 
remarkable revolutions ever effected in time of 
peace. It is the practical transfer of the most im- 
portant mechanical industry from one section of 
this country tothe other. To specify: It is the 
deportation of iron waking from Pennsylvania to 
the south. 

These are extreme words, hut they are deliber- 
ately written. We have seen the grain growing 
center of the country shifted to the west; we have 
seen the pork packing industry flit from Cincin- 
nati to Chicago and Kansas City; we haye seen 
southern cotton mills underselling New England 
in American markeis, and challenging China and 
South America. In the expansion and swift read- 
justment of the affairs of this republic, many 
changes have been wrought but mone so remarka 
ble as that which makes the subject of this letter. 

It is not claimed that the iron furnaces of Penn- 
sylvania will be torn down and hurried to Alabama. 
It is certain, however, that Birmingham can today 
make the price for iron on the American continent: 
that Pennsylvania’s supremacy is gone forever: 
thatiron making will decrease in that state and 
will irerease with amazing swiftnessin Alabama 
and Tennessee. In his remarkable book, which is 
printea “The South,” Colonel McClure, ot the 
Philadelphia. Times; admits this, and gives Penn- 
sylvyania warning. Now for the facts, 

Iron can be made cheaper in Birmingham than 
in Pennsylvania by at least five dollars a ton. 
From this fact there is no appeal. Against it there 
isnoargument. The same grade of iron that costs 
$14 a ton at the Pennsylvania furnaces can be made 
at $9 a ton at the Birmingham furnaces. The iron 
makers of Birmipgham are now refusing to tell 
how cheaply iron can be made. They have 
ceased to regard Pennsylvania as a rival, and look 
with apprehension to England, with the tarilf on 
iron removed. During the late depression, when 
the Reading railroad was bankrupted by the utter 
prostration of iron and coal industries in Pennsyl- 
vania, and Pennsylvania furnaces were driven out 
of blast, every Alabama furnace worked night and 
day at a profit, and the capacity of the state was in- 
creased from sixty thousand to six hundred thou 
sand tons, and her coal product from ten thousand 
tons to one million tive hundred thousand tons. 
Here was a test under cruel conditions—Alabama 
trimmphed while Pennsylvania languished. 

“How dees Alabama get this advantage. 
see. 

“You are new viewing,’ said Mr. Joseph F. 
Johnston, president of the Sloss coal and iron 
company, ‘‘a sight that can be seen nowhere else 
on earth.’’ 
the Sloss iron company, which is literally seamed 
through and through witli exhaustiess veins of red 
hematite ore. The valley below us was limestone. 
The mountain across contained the Pratt mines, 
which give exhaustless quantities of the best coal. 
Here is the formula—standing on a 
iron, looking across a limestone valley, to a moun- 
tain of coal—the three elements for iron making, 
ju juxtaposition. This is an advaitage thai can be 
hardly exa°gerxted. 

Tans advantege of juxtaposition,’ said Mr. J. W. 
6fnston, president ofthe Geergia Vacific road, 
and organizer of the Sloss iron and coalcompany, is 
second to another advantage not generally discuss- 
ed, It is the single ownership of the three elements 
that make iron. Suppose there is a rise of two dol- 
larsatoniniron. At the north theiron maker 
gets small benefit fromit. The iron ore around 
lake Michigan or elsewhere immediately‘advances, 
the price of limestone goes up, and the profit is 
divided between three owners. In the south every 
dollar of the profit goes into one pocket. The ore, 
the limestone and the coal are owned by one com- 
pany, mined at first cost, and each contributes to 
the general profit. Another advantage is the relia- 
bility ofour labor. Mr. Slosssays that the negro 
labor is as good as any, less liable to strikes, and 
more eflicient. 

A disadvantage under which Birmingham must 
labor is trausportatior. The Pennsylvania fur- 
naces have Jargelya home market which saves 
them freight, although Alabama has steadily un- 
dersold Pennsylyania in Boston and New York, 
The Alabama furnaces will find the freight prob- 
lem lessened by increasing her home markets, 
Birmingham now makes 750 tons of iron a day. 
One-third of this amount is consumed within the 
limits of Birmingham, and new factories, foundries 
and bridge works gre projected daily. A rolling 
mill for sheet iron uses a hundred tons of orea 
day. <A foundry for making chains sends to Louise 
ville for the bar iron, having first shipped the ore 
to Louisville, shipped the bar iron back, made it 
into chainsand shipped the chains back to Louis- 
ville, Here are three freights that would be wiped 
out by the establishment of a rolling mill in Bir- 
mingham tosupply such iron as the chain works 
need. Already two immense stove works have 
been moved from New York to Tennessee and Ala- 
bama. These are the forerunners of others, The 
surrounding towns offer increasing market for Ala- 
bamairon. Atlanta doubled her industries in the 
past five years, Chattanooga is growing with 
great rapidity, and the home market will be apt to 
take even a thirdof the increased output of the 
Alabama furnaces. 

The facilitics for transportation are rapidly im 
proving. Five lines of railroad connecting Bir- 
mingham with Kansas City, with the head waters 
of the Tennessee, with the Mississippi, 
with the gulf, and even with the ocean 
by the directest possible rontes, are now 
being pushed ahead as fast as men and money can 
go. The opening of the river to Mobile will give 
water ways almost from the furnace doors, and the 
establishment of a city and wharves at Sheffield, 
Ala., will leave Birmingham less than three hours 
travel by rail from St. Louis. 

“Ts there capital at hand for this development?’ 

Capital galore. li is hard to keepit out. Towus 
spring upasif by magic. Streets are thronged 
with investors. It would take a freighttraina 
day to haul the money into Birmingham sent 
every twenty-four hours for investment, if it were 
putin silver dollars, Not less than ten million 
dollars is invested in loan and building 
companies in Birmingham andthe coming spring 
will see activity seldom if ever witnessed in city 
building in this country. The same is trne of De- 
eatur, Anniston, Sheffield, Ensley. south Pittsburg, 
Bessamer avd a score of other cities. The most mar- 
vellous growth, however, in Birmiagham wil! be 
iron furnaces. There are now eleven furnaces in 
Birmingham with a capacity of 750 tons. There 
are under contract to be finished this year twelve 
additional furnaces, with a capacity of fifteen hun- 
dred tons, so that within twelve months the daily 
output will be trebled. There are under contract 
in Alabama, Tennessee and Georgia thirty-eight 
new furnaces, against twenty-two in operation. It 
would be impossible to enumerate in one letter the 
kindred industries that will follow these. The 
Pratt Coal company will increase its output from 
twenty-six hundred tons Sper fday to six thousand 
tons per day,and the Coaiburg company from eight 
hundred tons to twenty-six hundred tons, The 
Louisville and Nashville road takes from Birming 
— four hundred and fifty cars of freight per 

ay. 

Let me take the Sioss coal and iron company asa 
type and show how these companies are formed. 
Years ago Colonel John W. Sloss prespecting eare- 
fully, selected an iron mountain, near which to 
build a furnace.

TWO IMPORTANT CASES. 


The Cotton States Insurance Company Be- 
fore the Supreme Court. 


There were two important cases on trial yes- 
terday in the supreme court. The first was 
that of Rickerson vs. the state, and is an appeal 
on a conviction for murder from Bibb county. 
The facts of the crime for which the defendant 
is indanger of suffering the law penalty are 
already known to many. 

The Central railroad train one night pulling 
out of town struck a man when near the city 
limits and dragged his body for some distance, 
crushing and manglingitin a shocking mguner 
before the train hands made the discovery and 
stopped the engine. It was at first taken for 
granted that the man was either walking or 
lying drunk upon the track when the train 
eame up and that he came _ to 
his death from injuries received 
at the time and on the spot, Later, however, 
certain suspicious facts developed, which ap- 
peared to indicate that the person killed had 
not been alive when run over by tl@ cars, bat 
that he had been murdered and thrown upon 
the track by the assassin to hide the traces of 
the crime. The evidence against Rickerson 
Was purely cireumstantial,but stron z, and later 
it was claimed that he had made a confession 
of guilt. On the trial in the court below he 
was convicted of murder and his attorneys ap- 
pesled his case. 

After hearing the argument in the Ricker- 
‘On case the suprsme court took upthe con- 
sideration of the famous case of the Cotton 
States Insurance company, thehistory of which 
is briefly as follows: Certain policy holders, 
some months back, filed a bill inthe superior 
court of Bibb county against the Cotton States 
company, setting forth that the oflicers of the 
concern were mismanaging its affairs and 
charging them with collusion in measures in- 
tended to defraud the policy holders and de- 
preciate the value of their policies. They 
claim further that. the company was 
practically insolvent and bad forfeited its right 
to do business by failure to make the annual 
and semi-annual returns to the governor and 
comptroller-general as required of them by 
law, and demanded of the court the granting 
of an injunction and the appoiatment of a re- 
ceiver. The company, through its attorneys, 
resisted ibe motion and answered denving the 
allegations as above set forth. Judge Simmons, 
before whom the matter was argued, after hear- 
ing the arguments of council on both sides, de- 
cided in favor of thedefendants to the bill, 
and the complainants excepted to the decision 
and brought up the case. 

The case involves assets to the amount of 
$200,000, and since the celebrated fight against 
the Southern Mutual conypany of Athens, a 
few years ago, there has perhaps appeared no 
case in the history of insurance in this state 
which threatened in its details the develop- 
ment of so many sensational points. The ex- 
traordinary array of legal tilent on both sides 
is one of the most noticeable features of the 
Case,

H. Lumpkin, of Atlanta, and Mr. E. K. Lump- 
kin, of Aihens. For the defense, Clifford An- 
derson, Jackson & King. and Hill & Harris, 
and R. R. Hines, of Macon. 


A DEPOT ON FIRE. 


The Western and Atlantic Depot at Kinc- 
ston Injured By Fire. 

A private telegram received from 
ston yesterday afternoon stated that 
Southern ex press office belonging to the Western 
and Atlanitc railroad was then burning and 
that the depot building was catch. 
ing. The telegram stated that nothimeg cuold 
save the buildings, and that the fire bad been 
caused by 2 spark from a passing locomotive. 

The contents of the telegram soon became 
kuown among railroad men, aud considerable 
interést was manifested to know the extent of 
the damage. The teicgram fell under the 
eye of 2 CONSTITUTION reporter, who began af 
investigation. The men who reached Atlanta 
on the 6:35 train were asked about it, but none 
knew of any fire at Kingston. A call at the 
train dispatcher’s office resulted in ascertaining 
that a fire started in the telegraph operator’s 
office, in the depot building, but that the fire 
was extinguished by hard work before any 
serious damage had been done.

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“IN THE JURY'S HANDS. 


FIFTH DAY’S PROCEEDINGS IN THE 
JONES CASE. 


Allthe Evidence In-Mr. Ellis Opens the Case for 
the Proeecution—Mr,. Cox Begins His Argu- 
ment for the Defense-The Case to 
Come to a Final Close Today. 


The case ofthe stateagainst R. L. Jones, for the 
murder of Frank P, Gray, was resumed in the 
superior court yesterday morning, at 9 o’clock. 
The attendance of spectators was fully as 
large as on the preceding day, and a remarka- 
bly intense was manifested in the pro- 
ceedings by all present. The defendant was 
near his wife and kinsmen during the greater 
part of the day. There was no sensational de- 
velopments, nor was there any striking testi- 
mony adduced. Shortly after the court reas- 
sembled after the noon recess, the defense and 
the prosecution both announcod that they had 
no further testimony to produce. Aftera short 
consultation with the lawyers on both sides, 
Judge Clarke said: “Gentlemen,go to the jary.” 
It was agreed that two counsel should be heard 
en each side, and that they should not be 
limited as to time, The prosecution 
was opened by Mr. Ellis, who spoke until five 
o'clock, when the court took a recess until 7 
p.m. Then Mr. Ellis resumed and concluded 
his argument at 8:30 o’clock. His presentation 
of his side of the case is regarded as masterly. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Ellis’s argument, Mr. 
Cox opened for the defense, and merely out- 
lined his argument, when at 9 o'clock, the 
court adjourned to meet at 9 o'clock this mora- 
ing. At that hour Mr. Cox will resume his 
argument and will probably conclude by noon. 
Then the final argument for the defense will 
be made by Judge Dorsey, who will probably 
consume at least three hours. The last argu- 
ment in the case will be made by Solicitor- 
General Hill. It has been determined thatthe 
case shall be given tothe jury today or to- 
night. The case, it isadmitted, has been one 
of the most interesting ever tried in Atlanta, 
and the public will watch its conclusion with 
bated breath. 

“Come to order,’ cried Deputy Sheriff Green, as 
Judge Clarke walked into court and took his seat. 

«The members ot the jury filed imto the room and 
took their seats, and Judge Clarke said; ‘“‘Gentie- 
men, goon with the case.”’

Mr. Hill stated that the witness had been sum- 
moned by the defendant’s attorneys, and had been 
twice subpoenaed as a witness for the defense; that 
he!had received a subpcena as late as this morning. 

Mr. Howell, of counsel for the defense, stated 
that neitber he nor any of his colleagues had sub- 
peenaed this witness, 

Judge Dorsey and Mr. Cox likewise disclaimed 
any connection with the subpenaeing ofihe wit- 
ness. 

The witness was asked by the court how long he 
had been in the court room each day, and he an- 
swered that he had spent about two hours here off 
and on each day. 

The court asked Messrs. Culberson and Simmons, 
of counsel for the defense, if they knew anything 
about this witness being summoned forthe de- 
fense, and both replied in the negative. 

Mr. Coxand Judge Dorsey addressed to court 
some earnest arguments against the witness being 
permitted to testify, and Solicitor-General Hill 
made a short argument in reply. 

The judge decided that the witness should be al- 
lowed to testify.
